“ The aphis or green bug has al­ 
m ost entirely destroyed the Texas 
and Oklahoma crops and now th re a t­ 
ens the crops of Kansa and Nebraska. 
The average condition of the crop at 
this time is not over seventy-five per 
cent of normal, and as dam age by 
unfavorable weather and insects Is 
still continued there is not only a 
prospect but a probability of much 
fu rth e r reduction. 
H um an n atu re is very apt to warp 
th e judgm ent of the m an who is long 
o r short. 
Hence it is fortunate that 
th e governm ent scientists stick close 
t/) neutral ground and deal with cold 
facts. 
In view of The imm ense im­ 
portance of the Green bug this spring 
we have taken steps to obtain all 
possible inform ation about it and its 
ravages from the bureau of entom o­ 
logy, from th e state boards, and from
